Dear Judges Brodie and Orenstein: 


Pursuant to paragraph 16 of the Definitive Class Settlement Agreement and paragraph 8 
of Appendix B to those Agreements (the Class Settlement Interchange Escrow Agreement and 
Class Settlement Cash Escrow Agreement), Class Plaintiffs respectfully request that the Court 
approve the ability of the Escrow Agent to withdraw custodial fees from the Escrow Accounts as 
they become due, through the end of 2016, upon review and approval by Co-Lead Counsel. 
Attached is a letter from Huntington Bank which explains how these custody fees are calculated, 
an arrangement that was negotiated at the time settlement funds were first deposited. As stated 
in the letter, for the period of 2016, the total fees will not exceed $40,000 for the Interchange 
Escrow Account and $225,000 for the Cash Escrow Account.
